Northampton has been placed 
33rd out of 48 sporting towns 
and cities in a new survey 

Home of Northampton Saints, 
Northampton Town and 
Northants County Cricket 
Club, Northampton is the on¬ 
ly town in the country to boast 
top flight teams in three ma¬ 
jor sports. Nearby Leicester, 
which also has three major 
teams, is a city. 

The new survey by broad¬ 
caster ESPN and the univer¬ 
sities of Gloucester and Bath, 
ranked towns and cities on 
12 factors including value for 
money, success, atmosphere 
and transport links. 

The survey had more than 
5,000 respondents. 

Northampton scored high¬ 
est in the community catego¬ 
ry with 72 out of too, which 


looked at fans’ satisfaction 
with club community involve¬ 
ment in their town or city. 

Its lowest score was for 
sp or ting history with j us t five 
out of 100. 

Other results included (all 
outofioo): 

Value for money - 58; Par¬ 
ticipation - 55; Atmosphere - 
44; Local talent - 40; Economic 
impact - 39; Club success - 27; 
Venues - 24; Transport ac¬ 
cessibility - 18; Social -15; 
Choice -11. Overall, Manches¬ 
ter topped the table, beating 
London which came second 
and Glasgow, which came in 
third place. 

Commenting on the re¬ 
search, Professor Andrew 
Parker from the University of 
Gloucestershire, said: “Man¬ 
chester has definitely earned 
its selection as the ESPN 
Greatest Sporting City in the 
UK. Our research, over sever¬ 
al months, gathered opinions 
from in-depth focus groups, 
followed by an online survey 


of more than 5,000 sports fans 
across the UK, which was then 
cross-referenced with third 
party data from more than 100 
different sources. It was thor¬ 
ough, and the results were 
very interesting.” 

Among cities that did not 
fare so well, Blackpool came 
last, behind Luton in 47th, 
Stoke-on-Trent in 46th and 
Bolton in 45th. Despite being 
the UK’s “second city”, Bir¬ 
mingham ranked in 17th place. 
There is also a northern domi¬ 
nance in the top ten, with six 
of the top ranked cities located 
in the north of the UK. 

Steven Saunders, Senior 
Editor ofESPN.co.uk, said: 
“We set out to examine what 
really makes a great sporting 
city and we know that begins 
with fans. The factors they 
identified range from clas¬ 
sic sporting themes, such as 
success and history, to more 
consumer-focused concerns, 
such as value for money and 
venues.”

University student takes 
emotional trip to Nepal

A University of Northampton 
student hasspoken of returning to 
hishomecountrytohelpthoseaf- 
fected bytheearthquakein Nepal. 

When the earthquake hit in 
April, Abhishek Bhutoria’s 
first reaction was to go back 
and round up friends and fam¬ 
ily to primarily help with the 
relief effort. 

He said: “I was in Ahmeda- 
bad, India preparing my 
portfolio for my PhD in Archi¬ 
tecture and I was shocked by 
the news and images I was see¬ 
ing on TV and through social 
media. My sister and I imme¬ 
diately got a train to Delhi and 


flew straight back to Kathman¬ 
du - our first thoughts being 
what can we do to help those 
in our native country?” 

Abhishek’s team started off 
by supplying immediate relief 
materials to villages, depend¬ 
ing on their individual needs. 
With support from various 
agencies, companies and the 
local community, they man¬ 
aged to distribute materials 
to 14 villages, primarily in the 
Sindhupalchowk, Kavre and 
Nuwakot region over 16 days. 

Having recently completed 
an MScinlntegratedUrbanism 
from the University of North¬ 
ampton, Abhishek decided 
to get involved in a building 
project with the aim of con¬ 
structing 200 transitional 
shelters for those people who 
had lost their homes. 


He said: “We visited the vil¬ 
lage of Bhotsipa in Sindhupal¬ 
chowk, which is in one of the 
most severely affected areas, 
surveyed the damage and col¬ 
lected the required data. Af¬ 
ter a discussion with the team 
members and villagers, we 
decided to proceed with the 
building project. 

“However this required a 
lot of funding so we contacted 
a number of groups and organ¬ 
isations. Initially we struggled, 
but where there is a will, there’s 
a way and eventually we start¬ 
ed receiving money from other 
sources.” 

The team was then able 
to start building the shelters 
around mid-May and despite 
having to take a week out due to 
a financial issues and a short¬ 
age of materials, they managed 


to complete no shelters in just 
over two weeks. After unfortu¬ 
nately breaking his ankle, Ab¬ 
hishek had to take a step back 
from the groundwork, but by 
the end of June and with sup¬ 
port from the villagers, 193 
shelters had been successful¬ 
ly completed. 

Abhishek said: “After we 
had completed our project, I 
felt that this was a great begin¬ 
ning for such a sad reality and 
we owe gratitude to the many 
people around the world for 
the magnitude of support we 
have received. The entire expe¬ 
rience is truly hard to express 
in words. 

“There was grief, sadness 
and tears but the uplifting 
thing was that I have never 
seen my country work at such 
a pace.”

Two watercolours painted in 
the 1860s of Delapre Abbey in 
Northampton have been dis¬ 
covered in a London gallery. 

The paintings were contained 
in an album belonging to ama¬ 
teur artist, Caroline Vernon, 
who recorded her visits to 
country homes during Queen 
Victoria’s reign with watercol¬ 
ours and sketches. 

Delapre Abbey Preserva¬ 
tion Trust community engage- 
ment officer, Vilclci Pearson, 
said: “A visit to the London 
gallery that held the two al¬ 
bums led to the discovery of 
two watercolour paintings 
created when she visited De¬ 
lapre in 1863. One shows the 
west front of the Abbey and 
another shows a view of the 
library which had been built 
in the early 1800s by the Bou- 
verie family.

“Weverymuchhopeto dis¬ 
cover further items that we 


are able to bring home to Del¬ 
apre and display in the future.” 

The Delapre Abbey Pres¬ 
ervation Trust has now pur¬ 
chased the two paintings 
and the intention is to use 
them to help inform the res¬ 
toration works and to display 
them in the Abbey when it 
opens to the public in the sum¬ 
mer of 2016.

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Double act couple's 
wartimeadventure 


T hey were tap dancers, 
singers, stiltwalkers 
and rollerskaters, 
lifting the wartime 
gloom for hundreds 
of people a day. Husband and 
wife Fred and Frances Mawby 
travelled the country in their 
little green Ford 10 doing their 
bit but having a marvellous 
time. 

They just couldn’t tell a soul. 

Until last week, that is, 
when the secret tunnels in the 
White Cliffs of Dover hit the 
national news and Northamp¬ 
ton’s Frances Mawby felt she 
could finally break her 70 year- 
plus silence about aspects of 
her remarkable war entertain¬ 
ing the troops. 

“It all started”, says the 
96-year-old, “when my late 
husband and I won the four- 
day Chronicle and Echo varie¬ 
ty act competition. It set us up 
as a duo they all wanted to see.” 

It set them up in 
fact for a contract with 
ENSA(Entertainers National 
Service Association) to enter¬ 
tain soldiers in various mili¬ 
tary bases across the British 
Isles and sometimes out to sea. 

But it was no ordinary con¬ 
tract. “We signed the Official 
Secrets Act. I can’t remember 
what it looked like, but I don’t 
think we were bothered by it. 
It’s something we had to do.” 

The locations they had to 
drive to included the afore¬ 
mentioned tunnels as well as 
minesweepers, secret struc¬ 
tures built in the sea, and the 
middle of Dartmoor, where 
the troops were in adire state 
ofloneliness. 

Once, at a Scottish hospi¬ 
tal for RAF airmen, their audi¬ 
ence lay badly-burned under

sheets, watching the perform¬ 
ance with the aid of mirrors 
held over their heads. 

Frances said: “They were 
singing back to us and join¬ 
ing in while they were lying 
injured. It was heartbreaking.” 

Despite the harrowing 
and depressing sights, Franc¬ 
es says she would not change 
her wartime experience for 
anything. 

She said “We worked so 


hard that that’s all we thought 
about at the time. 

“But I have no regrets what¬ 
soever - it was a great privilege. 
The soldiers were often very 
down and we were the ones 
who could pick them up again. 
It was the best part of my life.” 

The tunnels are one thing, 
but does she have any more 
ENSA secrets. “Yes,” she says 
matter-of-factly, “I probably 
do.”

Cobblers right-back Brendon 
Moloney faces a race against 
time to be fit for the Sky Bet 
League Two opener at 
Bristol Rovers on Saturday 
afternoon.

Those wins’ have seen 
the Steelbacks move right 
into contention in Group 
A ahead of their final two 
group games in two weeks’ 
time. 

And Ripley admitted 
he was delighted that 
those matches, against 
Gloucestershire and 
Yorkshire, will not be 
meaningless. 


“These two games were 
must win after the Derby 
game and we did, not in a 
straightforward manor but 
we’ve got our two wins,” the 
Northants head coach said. 

“I thought we controlled 
the game pretty well on 
Monday. I guess it would 
have been nice for one of the 
guys who was in to get us over 
the line a bit earlier but it’s 
still a good win. 

“We’ve under-clubbed 
with the bat, little individual 
performances here and 
there, but as a collective 


we’ve not come up with the 
goods and that partnership 
between David (Willey) and 
Ben (Duckett) meant we 
were in a very comfortable 
position. 

“Sunday’s win obviously 
did a lot for the spirit in the 
camp and it’s good to go into 
a little break knowing we’re 
somewhat in contention 
when we come back to those 
two games.” 

David Willey was the 
star of the show, smashing 
91 after being moved up to 
open the batting for the first 


time in the competition this 
season, in place of Richard 
Levi. 

The move paid instant 
dividends, and after seeing 
his side struggle with the bat 
for much of their opening 
five games, Ripley was 
delighted to see the change 
payoff. 

“We talked about 
making a little change at 
the top, maybe it wasn’t 
quite working for Rich Levi 
and maybe it wasn’t quite 
working for David down the 
order so I was pleased both 


of those two contributed,” 
Ripley said. 

“Ideally we want guys 
being not out at the end and 
making sure there’s no little 
twists but it was good to have 
a more commanding batting 
performance, and David 
Willey was central to that. 

“It was a really top 
innings, he paced it well, 
he has immense power but 
he invested some balls in 
getting in and when you 
make a little tweak like that 
it’s nice you have a bit of 
instant reward.” 
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
